always form a party- no matter by what 
name it is called, or whether they call it a 
|*rty or not.

The reformers who are trying to smash 
parties, because they are corrupting political 
life- are acting in exactly the same way as the 
workmen of old, who wanted to smash the 
machines because they thought that the ma¬ 
chines were responsible for their poverty. 
However, It is not the machine that keeps 
the workmen poor, but it is the capitalist 
ownership of the machine. 

And in exactly the same way it is not the 
parties that are to blame for the political 
rottenness of our public life, but It is the 
capitalist ownership of the ruling parties. 


T HE great oufery of some ‘’reformers** of 
the present 'day is that parties are cor¬ 
rupting out political life -particularly 
that national party politics i:- corrupting our 
local politics. 

• • • 

However, one may ask, if parties are such 
an evil in local elections, why are they not 
an evil in state elections? A state elec¬ 
tion is a local election on a larger scale. 


there is absolutely no difference between the 
Republican and the Democratic parties. Or 
even between the Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic “reformers.** In congress or in the 
legislature they can only be distinguished by 
their seats on the floor—not by their actions 
or votes. 

If there were only these two parties, we' 
should already have non-partisanship in fact. 
Both of them represent capitalist class inter¬ 
ests absolutely and the only way »o distinguish 
them would be to make them wear different 
colored ribbons or ties on election day. 

However, there is also another party which 
represents the interest of the working class. 
The interest of the proletariat can never 
be expressed in a “non-partisan” manner. 
It must always be partisan to the working 
class, and naturally antagonistic to the capital¬ 
ist interests as expressed either by the Re¬ 
publican or the Democratic party or by a 
reform “non-partie«ri'* combination of both 
of them. 

It is not at all a question of good or bad 
men as far as the working class is concerned. 
And If the working clase—or any other class, 
for that matter—is not permitted to express 
its opinions and demands through parties, 
then these opinions and demands will be 
expressed by violent means and finally through 
bloody revolution. 


furthermore, we should like to know in 
what way does the national party corrupt 
local politics in New York? Does the national 
Republican or the national Democratic party 
corrupt pure, innocent Tammany Hall? And 
do the “gray wolves'* in the Chicago common 
council receive their impetus from W. H. Taft 
or from Champ Clark?

As a matter of fket, a democracy (the rule 
of the demos, the people^—or a republic (res 
publics, government by the people) is im¬ 
possible without political parties. 

As long as we have democracy, and par¬ 
ticularly, representative democracy, parties 
will be absolutely necessary for its Expression 
There will be either anarchy and crude fac¬ 
tionalism or organised political parties,

Men who politically organise around some 


Parties are as necessary in our political 
life as machines in our industrial life. 

Parties in the end are simply the political 
expression of economic interests.

Switzerland, whose members are mostly 
workingmen and Sodaliria. has decided 
to btllld a department store. This de¬ 
partment store fs to he located In the 
heart of the business district and to be 
run on strictly capitalist lines, with this 
difference: That the profits will go to 
the members of the society In the shape 
of semi-annual dividends, instead of to 
(die stockholders. 

For the site, art2 francs per square 
meter was paid, requiring an outlay of 
1,900,000 francs. But the society with 
over 21,000 member* has the confidence 
of the buying public, and sees in the 
departm*"* store a good investment, 
»>e<*uso it means a step in the right di¬ 
rection and in line with the evolution 
of the co-operative store*. *

CAUSED BY OVERWORK 

"I have seen long hour* of work 
break down strong constitutions. It is 
impossible for me to find language 
strong enough to convoy a hundredth 
part of tho misery which I have seen 
arise from.excessive hours of labor." 

This quotation from Dr. Norman 
Kerr is from the Brandcis brief sub¬ 
mitted to the Illinois supreme court 
Tor the ten-hour law for women and 
le published in a bulletin on "Women * 
Hours of Labor" by the Industrial 
commission. Much testimony on the 
part of physicians as to the wear and 
tear of overwork on the health it 
submitted.

He was not, like modern man. a social 
animal. He lived In an isolated con¬ 
dition away from his fellow beings. 
Be' was sn idesl individualist, and he 
looked with suspicion upon every¬ 
thing in nslure. Be foraged inde¬ 
pendently for his means of subatef- 
cr.ce. and his competitors In the strug¬ 
gle for life were the beast of the forest 
and the fowly of the air. He was a 
lone fighter ***** world, and 

his patriotism, using rbe word In 
its broadest and philosophical sense. 
wo» a kind which revolved about tbe 
welfare of himself and bis Immediate 
dependents. 

When man recognized the advan¬ 
tages which accrue from association 
tribalism was horn. ' and patriotism 
became a spirit which animated men 
to live and die for the tribe to which 
they belonged. Narrow os this patrtot- 
iifni may now seem, it was a much 
(iroader feeling than tbs one which 
preceded It. 

With .the progress of lima tribes 
were consolidated into larger bodies, 
and patriotism broadened proportion¬ 
ately. The patriotism of anctent Greece 
was tbe patriotism which moved her 
people to lay down t*ielr Uvea in the 
Interest or what Ma orian* charac¬ 
terized a* the city state. The Inter- 
nicene wars of the Greece of a^jtiqulty 
sra a matter of general knowledge. 

The Homan conquests and the con¬ 
sequent Roman empire did not ma¬ 
terially affect this kind of patriot¬ 
ism. and tbe Roman was stHI very 
provincial In his patriotism. 

When feudttism followed upon tbe 
heels of tbe draaolutlon of the Roman 
empire men transferred their allegiance 
to (he feudal baron. And when the 
barons went forth to battle their under¬ 
lings went behind TTTrm. It was then 
considered good patriotism to do so. 

But great Influences were at work, 
feudalism was destined to pass, and 
It did. In the very womb of that order 
reposed the seed of tbe present nation¬ 
alism. In the course of tim4 the feudal 
lorra of organization gave way before 
a continued consolidation which has 
psrented the different nat 4 ons of the 
globe. 

Present day patriotism is something 
for which men will offer up their lives 
ts their prcdrci ssor*. have done before 
them. In the name of patriotism 
men die today as always, but they give 
the*r i*f« blood nom'naily !n the 
interests of the nation, when *n reo!*?v 
Ir is for cap‘tallsin they sacrifice their 
lives on tha baMicfleld. 


People are more or less accustomed to 
looking upon what is as though It had 
always been so. They fall to take cog¬ 
nizance of the existence of the law of 
evolution. And to those who are famil¬ 
iar with the relationship of evolution 
to biology, many are somehow loath 
to generalize In the application of this 
law. 

Yet It ha* been the generalization of 
the application of physical laws wh'ch 
has been most potent In the revolu- 
tIonization of knowledge. All who have 
read in scientific literature are con¬ 
scious of the debt which Is owing to 
Herbert Spencer, who made s phil¬ 
osophy of evolution, and to Ernst 
Haeckel for his fearless continuation 
of the work of Spencer. 

Evolition U another >erd for growth. 
Fundauientaiiy interpreted, evolution 
means that nothing Is stationary, but 
that all things and instttut'ons arc 
constantly undergoing a transition, 
mo-' or less perceptible. 

Bt -au»e the existence of certain 
class©* was and Is dependent upon the 
stability of certain Institutions, these 
classes have been throughout history. 
and now are very assiduous In tbe dis¬ 
semination of knowledge conducive 
to tbe perpetuation of such institutions. 
This propaganda has often expressed 
itself In a campaign to under-estimate 
the Influences of evolution on tbe insti¬ 
tutions in question (says the New York 
Coll). 

Patriotism has been no exception 
to the law of evolution. Like everything 
else in our universe, it has parsed 
through almost countless transitory 
stages. The patriotism which we know 
today Is different from the patriotism 
which our ancestors throughout pa*t 
history have known. And as con¬ 
temporary patriotism Is the product 
of igos of revolution, tbe very source 
which brought it into be<ng U modify¬ 
ing it and will finally, accomplish 
dethronement. 

Yet of all the emotions and senti¬ 
ments which have had a hold on tho 
heart and mind of man. few ha\e 
been more tenacious in their persistence 
than patriotism. When advanced
